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Notwithstanding the “denials” of interested 
parties, the rumor that the Wetmore To- 
bacco Co. has been absorbed by the Con- 
tinental Tobacco Co., which is the plug to- 
bacco end of the trust, continues to circu- 
late and find believers. 

It has been more or less current on the 
street since the recent change in the com- 
pany on July 31, by which Moses C. 
more retired from the presidency and ac- 
tive management of the company and John 
Scullin took his place. At that time Philip 
J. Heuer, vice-president and general man- 
ager, and a large stockholder, also retired, 
and there were other changes more or less 
revolutionary. 

The gossip on the street and among com- 
mercial men reached a climax Thursday, 
when it became known that most of the 
parties in interest were in New York. The 
meeting in New York was only one of many

for an tnderstanding which would amount 
to the same thing. 

One of these conferences was between Hi.

Louis, and a representative of the other 
side at St. Paul, just before Mr. Friest 
started for Europe. 

Several days ago Fred W. Lehmann, Mr. 
Priest's law partner, departed suddenly for 
New York. About the same time Festus J. 
Wade, who is a director in the Wetmore 
Tobacco Co., went to New York. Harry 
Scullin, who is interested in the Wetmore 
company, was not long in following him, 
and Tuesday night John Scullin, the presi- 
dent of the Wetmore company, went to 
Gotham. 

About a week ago M. ©. Wetmore, the 
former president of the company, which 
was organized for the avowed purpose of 
fighting the trust, packed his trunk or 
trunks, and departed for Minocqua, Wis.. 
in search of health. At the time of his re- 
tirement from the presidency of the com- 
pany it was announced he had suffered a

York Wednesday and it was stated there 
that a deal had been consummated by 
which the Continental Tobacco Co. was to 
pay $1,000,000 for the Wetmore Co., a pre- 
mium of $260,000 on the par value of its 
stock. 

William F. Donovan, vice-president and 
general manager of the Wetmore Tobacco 
iwo., said to the Post-Dispatch:

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—It 
is announced today that the Unt- 
ted States and Russia have 
formed a compact for the settle-

1. Although accomplished by 
arms, the rescue of the 
ministers and foreign residents 
has been effected, for which pur- 
pose solely the allied army seized 
the Chinese capital. 

Emperor Kwang Su is the

The powers are requested to 
co-operate with Li Hung Chang 
and his government for the re- 
storation of order throughout the 
empire. 

This restoration of order and 
the status quo as to the open 
door and the arrangement of all 
proper indemnity can be secured 
by the accredited envoys of all the 
nations having grievances against

What the United States wants is a way to 
retire with dignity and honor. If the Em- 
press dowager and the emperor can be 
brought to Pekin and some sort of govern- 
ment established, representations will be 
made to that government and promises Se- 
cured. America will then have attained her 
full desires and will leave Germany to deal 
with the problem in whatever way that 
country sees fit, always, however, protest- 
ing against partition or dismemberment, 
but going no further than a protest.

BACK TO GERMANY GO, 


WITH POCKETS FULL OF MONEY, 


THAT 


Beloved of the Children, Its Receipts 
Were Heavy and in a Year Its 
Members Have Divided $12, 

817 Among Themselves. 


The little German band which for three 
years and three months has been blowing 
merve-wrecking strains from brazen _ in- 
struments on the city streets, packed its 
luggage aid started on its long journey back 
to the “Vaterland.’ 

It will not be heard in St. Louis again, 
for which many thousands, except the chil- 
dren, will be duly thankful. 

Having earned enough money to _ start 
then in small commercial ventures in Ger- 
many, its members have decided to forsake 
art for trade. They say there's more money 
in trade, and people with nerves sincerely 
hope they will find it so. 

During its St. Louis career, this little 
band was probably the best Known musical 
organization in town. The Apollo Club, the 
Morning Choral Society and Seymour's 
and Weil's bands were compelled to doff 
their hats and bonnets to it when it came 
to the issue of being known. For, from 
Baden to Carondelet and the levee to Fer- 
guson. poor as well as rich, heard its din. 

The band is composed of three men and 
three bovs. and their instruments are a 
‘cornet, picolo, trombone, clarinet, tuba and 
bass drum. They have been Known to play 
each of them in a different key during the 
rendition of the same selection. In fact, 
that was the case with most of their efforts. 
But the children thought the music beauti- 


ul. 
The band had no headquarters in St. Louls, 
it roamed about the city, playing wherever 
there was a chance of picking up a nickle 
for its trouble. There is not a street in St. 
Louis where it has not traversed on its 
musical campaigns or a house it has not 
ean 


LITTLE BAND 


There was some shrewdness, too, in the 
way it suited its airs to the locality where 
it happened to be bidding for patronage. 
In South §8t. Louis it overworked ‘‘Wacht 
am Rhine,’ in North St. Louis ‘‘Wearing of 
the Green’’ was its “long suit,’’ while in 
the West End divers American patriotic airs 
were pilaved. 

Because of the lank and gaunt physique 
of its members, certain persons with no 
appreciation of the fitness of things, dubbed 
it “The Hungry Six,’ and thus art was 
ridiculed that the disrespectful multitude 
might have its cachination. 

But, with all the ridicule and abuse of 
which it was made the butt, this little band 
made money. Men ran from it, yet it 
picked up money—sometimes $50 a day— 
from the little folks. 

It had a communistiec organization, every- 
thing going into a common fund. Out of 
this fund each man was allowed 15 cents 
a day for his living. The entire band oc- 
cupied one tenement room ata cost of 32 
a week. This was paid out of the common 
fund. During the 1185 days the six mem- 
bers of the band were in 8t. Louis they 
paid out $1402.50 for living and lodging, 
$233.75 for each man. 

Each man pvpurchased his own clothing 
out of his division of the fund. The band’s 
receipts averaged $12 a day during that 
time, or $14,220. After living and lodging 
expenses were deducted, $12,817.50 was left 
for division. Each of them spent some of 
his share for clothing and for incidentals. 

But the band takes back to Germany 
nearly $12,000. or Ba no 2 $2000 for each man. 

Most of them will open grocery stores 
and butcher shops. One of them—a boy- 
will study the violin and become a re: il mu- 
sician. He hopes some day to return to 
America and bring the country to his feet 
with real music. All of them but he hope to 
put themselves in the way of being content- 
ed during the remainder of their days with 
the money they have secured in St. Louis. 

When they boarded the Wabash train 
Thursday morning for New York, Wilhelm 
Ohls. the leader, tagged each of his men, 
eo that none of them would get lost from 


him.

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BRIBERY CR TAXATION? 

In a letter tc the New York World Mayor Carter Harrison 
makes some tart comments on Mr. H. H. Porter’s charge that 
Chicago was not a safe place for capitalists to invest 
‘money. 

“There are many capitalists," says Mr. Harrison, ‘who, in 
their eagerness to earn unwarranted interest upon their in- 
vestments. have devoted themselves in the past to exploiting 
municipal franchises. There is hardly a municipac‘ity .n the 
nation where in years gone by its public utilities, by bribery 
and corruption. have not been made the basis of great in- 
dividual fortunes, with no corresponding gain to its citizens.” 

This describes conditions in St. Li uls exactly. The value 
of the street railway properties, for instance, as reflected in 
the prices of securities, is not than $65,000.000.- But the 
actual investment is not more than $25,000,000, and even that 
is thought to be an excessive estimate by many competent 
investigators.

between the actual value of the plant and 
of the securities is the franchise value which 
has been presented to the companies by the municipalities. 
The only cost to the promoters has been what was paid to 
public officers ir bribes. 

The reasonable demand that the franchises pay a tax is 
met by a fiat refusa!, and so far the most persistent efforts to 
compel payment have been defeated. Property in tangible 
Wealth is made to contribute to the support of the city and 
Btate. Property in monopoly granted by the community is 
practically exempt.

ed this notice in the Dayton Street Police 
Court Thursday morning.

| Judge Wislizenus made this statement to 


the Post-Dispatch: 

“IT admit there have been many cases 
nolle prossed in my court, but that is a 
matter which rests solely in the hands of 
the city attorney. If when a case is 
called the latter informs me that there will 
be no prosecution, I assume that he has 
investigated the merits of the case and 
found there is not sufficient ground upon 
which to bring the offenders to trial. 

“Any number of cases are nolle prossed 
with the consent of the police; partioularty 
is this true in gambling raids, where costs 
are accepted. : 

“In December of last year the police 
brought to this court 159 women of uncer- 
tain character and had the cases dis- 
missed on the payment of costs in about 
half. while the other half went free, upon 
their own recommendation. In January 100 
were arrested and I ordered that they be 
brought to trial. In most cases a con- 
viction was secured, but since that time the 
raids on these places have become fewer 
and fewer until today there are hardly 25 
arrests made in an entire month. 

“The records of the court will show that 
there have been fewer cases nolle prossed 
in the Davton street court since I came 
on the bench than with anv one of my 
redecessors. have no sympathy with 
awbreakers or persons who seek to ex- 
cuse wrong doing. There is not nor will 
there be a pull exercised in the Dayton 
street police court with my approval.”

TRUST QUESTIONED. 


IS THE LAW CONSTITUTIONAL? 


Petition.Presented to the Circuit Court 
Which Will Carry the Issue to 
Final Decision. 


Attorney Charlies Fensky filed a petition 
int the circuit clerk's office Thursday morn- 
ing asking that the title to the house and lot 
at 8365 North Broadway be diverted from 
Michael Kinnealy and reinvested in Nellie | 
Manning and the other children of the late 
Mrs. Katherine: Manning, who owned the 
premises prior to its sale under a deed of 
trust last February. 

Mr. Fensky asks this redemption on un- 
usual grounds. -He declares that the law 
under which foreclosures on deeds of trust 
@re at present made !s unconstitutional. 

Should the courts uphold his contention, 
remarkable complications would ensue, as 
thousands of pieces of property have 


changed hands under the law which Fen- 
sky seeks to eliminate from the statute 
books. 

Mrs. a thentpe siadning. who owned the 
fais alone which Mr. Fensky is making 
his unique légal test, died May 28, 1899. At 
the times of her death there was an incum- 
brance of $800 on the property held by one 
James A. Rice. Nine months later, when 
her heirs defaulted on one of the interest 
aymentg on this deed of trust, amounting, 

enskyv says, to only .$24, Rice foreclosed 
and the by ope rty was sold to George 8S. Wel- 
don for $1200 Weldon immediately trans- 
ferred it tc Kinnealy. 

Rice, Weldon and Kinnealy are named as 
joint defendants in the present suit. 

ponsky says the broperty is worth $4000 
and declares it is an unjust and unfair law 
that aliows a $4000 plece of property to be 
gold for a default of 324 on an $800 incum- 
wenn théreon. 

Ke giden hi¢ reasons for introducing the 
mS point that the foreclosure law is un- 
constitutional, he said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“The statute which provides for the re- 
demBtion of real estate after it has been 
sold under a deed of trust, stipulates that 
if the pfoperty shall be bought in at the 
Bale by the cestul que trust or his assignee 
the mortgagee may redeem it within one 
year from the date of the sale. 

“But no provision for redemption 1s 
made in case the purchaser is other than 
the cestul.qui trust or his assignee. 

“This, therefore, under the constitution 
is not general legislation or a general law, 
but a special law, only allowing redemption 
in case the. property at the sale is bought 
by some one who is a party to the deed 
of trust. 

“Under the common law, a person is en- 
titled to twenty years within which to re- 
deem, and also entitled to offset the rents 
collected against his indebtedness. 

“Therefore, in this suit we ask that the 
rents accruing from the date of the sale 
be allowed as an offset to the $800, and that 
we be allowed to redeem the property on 
payment of the $800 minus this offset.
